report. 
Corn registered a decline of 54,332,- 
000 bushels, the forecast being placed 
at 3,021,454,000 bushels. 
T his,w ould 
make it rank as the cou n try ’s fourth 
largest co m crop and make the fourth 
tim e it has passed the three-billion 
bushel figure. 
W heat was estim ated 
at 7.400,000 less than a month ago, 
production being estim ated at 781,- 
737.000 bushels. 
O ats production de­ 
clined 0,234,000 bushels, and tobacco 
showed a severe reduction of 89,005,- 
000 pounds. 
Potatoes improved to the extent of 
11750.000 bushels more during Sep­ 
tem ber; tam e hay estim ates increased 
4.667.000 tons, and peanuts 40,737,000 
pounds more than a month ago. 
F ro st dam aged corn in practically 
all of the North Central and N o rth ­ 
eastern states, but while the dam age 
was severe in a num ber of sections it 
will not affect the yield so much as 
the quality. 
Indications were that 
the quality would be below th a t of last 
year, the rep o rt said. 
In Iowa it was 
estim ated 75 per centof the corn crop 
was safe before October 1, and in Illi­ 
nois 90 per cent. 
T aking the country 
as a whole, the report said, there is 
still c o n s id e ra te im m ature corn. 
The reduced spring w heat yields 
were attributed largely to rust and 
hot w eather just before harvest.

000,000 in state road bonds can be is­ 
sued in 1924.'

Ziou National Park is In the extreme 
southwestern part of Utah. Zion Can­ 
yon. its dominating 
feature, 
bisect» 
tlie park from north to south. This 
canyon is fifteen miles long, \arie» in 
width from 50 to 2,500 feet and its 
walls range from NAS* to 2,<M) feet high. 
Crooked as a snake's trail, topped with 
many splendid and enormous domes 
and peaks and aglow with color, this 
canyon is «>ne of the striking »cento 
spectacle» of Western America.

L eaders of a m a jo rity of the lower 
house, g ath erin g here for the e x tra 
session of the L eg islatu re tom orrow , 
said the G overnor’s offer would not 
affect th e ir intention to inquire into 
im p each m en t ch arg es before proceed­ 
ing with the proposed anti-klan legis­ 
lation. 
Gov. W alton m ade his offer in a 
s ta te m e n t to “The people of O kla­ 
hom a.” 
He declared th a t by doing so, 
he is affording his opponent* an op ­ 
portunity of lidding the sta te of both 
th e klan and “ king" for which they 
have clamored.

The act of congress in 182.3 which set 
aside the Hot Springs of A rkansas and 
four sections• Of adjoining land “for 
t he 
future 
disposal 
of

United 
States, not to lie entered, located or 
appropriated for any other purpose 
whatever,” forged info existence the 
first link in our present chain of world- 
excelling national parks. 
This act performed a double purpose 
in that It also served to perpetuate 
and 
preserve these 
now 
celebrated 
springs from commercial monopoly or 
exploitation. 
The Hot Springs National park res­ 
ervation contains upwards of ©00 acre* 
and is located In the city of Hot 
Springs, which Is not far from the cen­ 
ter of the state. 
The altitude of the 
city Is about 000 feet, while that of 
the surrounding hills Is about 1,200 
feet above sea level. 
There are 40 hot springs In this 
group. 
All of them flow out Into a 
narrow valley, from the base of what 
la known as Hot Springs mountain. 
T here are also quite a number of cold 
springs here, and their w*aters are used 
both for drinking and In the treatm ent 
of those who visit this region with the 
hope of leaving their ilia behind them 
when they return home. The combined 
flow of ail of these springs reaches the 
enormous volume of more than 750,000 
gallons every 24 hours.

Like all normal and well-behaved 
rivers, the Chicago river carried Us

Most of all was tbe system blamed 
for tbe fact that violent Inflation 
which hundreds of business men and 
bankers hoped might be continued 
forever was finally checked by putting 
up Federal Reserve interest rates. 
There were those who blamed 
the 
system for not having put up the rate 
soon enough and others who blamed 
It because it put up the rate at all. 
The penalty for thus blaming every 
business mishap on this valuable sys 
tern may be the loss of Its much 
needed benefits. 
If we wish to save 
the present bank of the United States 
from the fate of Its two predecessors 
we must make known to America, to 
its rank and file, the splendid useful 
ness of these institutions. 
We must admit at the outset that 
in their administration mistakes have 
been made, that governors of Fed­ 
eral Reserve Banks and members of 
the Federal Reserve Board are human 
beings, and in the administration of 
the affairs of

OUR FIRST NATIONAL FARK 


The act of congress in 182,'t which set 
aside the Hot Hprlngs of Arkansas and 
four sections of Hdjoining land "for 
the future disposal of the United 
States, not to he entered, located or 
appropriated for any other purpose 
whatever," forged into existence the 
first link in our present chain of world- 
excelling national parks. 
This act |*erformed a double purpose 
In that It also served to perpetuate 
and preserve these now celebrated 
springs from commercial monopoly or 
exploitation. 
The Hot Springs National park res­ 
ervation contains upwards of POO acres 
and la located in the city of Hot 
Springs, which la not far from the cen­ 
ter of the state. The altitude of the 
Hty Is about 000 feet, while that of 
the surrounding hills Is about 1,200 
feet above aea level. 
There are 40 hot springs In thla 
group. All of them flow out into 1 
narrow valley, from the base of what 
Is known as Hot Springs mountain. 
There are also quite a number of cold 
springs here, and their waters are used 
Itoth for drinking snd in the treatment 
of those who visit this region with the 
ho|te of leaving their ills behind them 
when they return home. The combined 
flow of all of these spring« reaches the 
enormous volume of more than 750,000 
gallons every 24 hours. 
Tradition would have us helleva 
that tbe Indians were fsmlllsr with 
the medbinHl value of these springs 
In the days-before the coining of the 
Spanish explorers, so««* 400 years 
■go; that the several tribes fought 
bitterly at various times for their con­ 
trol, In tbe belief that the “Great 
Spirit" was ever present In them.

The “Banker - Farmer," 
published by the American Bankers 
Association, says: 
“Cause and effect are operative In 
co-operative marketing as truly as 
they are in every other business enter­ 
prise. 
An association will not neces­ 
sarily succeed or fail merely because 
it is a co operative association, but be­ 
cause It conforms to or transgresses 
from the underlying principles of suc­ 
cessful business operation. The move­ 
ment itself is of great national import 
and the bankers of the country can 
materially aid or retard its progress. 
The responsibility of leadership in 
rural communities rests very largely 
with the country banker. 
It is his 
duty to be informed on all matters re­ 
lating to the farmers’ well-being.”

2,540 vesels arrived In this river and 
2,547 sailed out of It.

tons of hinder twine, 11,87^,829 bush­ 
els of wheat, 11,007.078 bushels of 
oats, 88,998,738 bushels of com and 
208.580 tons of miscellaneous freight. 
The Chicago river is nontldnl and 
probably the most Important stream of 
Its length on earth.
